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A MIGHTY MASS-MEETING 


Gathering of German Catholics at Battery 
D Armory. 

Between 5,000 and 6,000 sweltering and 
persons were seated in Battery D 

last night at 7 o'clock, while several hundred 
more stood all the evening for lack of chairs 
and seaung space. It was the first mass- 
meeting of the German-American Ro- 
man Catholics in connection with the 
thirty-second annual convention of the 
German Catholic Central Verein of the 
United States, and in point of numbers and 
enthusiasm was a great success. The speak- 
ers’ platform was decked with streamers and 
bunting, flanked with the Papal ensign and 
crest. The performances of the choir and 
full band were nighly apprreciated. Among 
the priests on the platform were the Most 
Rev. Vicar-General Schroeder of Indianapo- 
lis, the Rt.-Rev. Father Muhlsiepen of 
St. Louis, Mgr. Moensch of Racine, 
Wis., the Most-Rev. Bishop Wigger of New- 
ark, N. J., the Rev. Fathers Baumann of 
Dubuque, Oectiling of Fort Wayne, Leando 
of Pittsburg, Gotter of St. Louis, Decker of 
Milwaukee, Wilmer of Port Washington, 
Kangleiter of Elmhurst, III., E. Weber of St. 
Paul, Heldermen of Chicago, Potter .of

ing. The Hon. H. { Spaunhorst, the Presi- 
dent, made a short opening address on the 
importance of the assembiage and the great 
results and events that might arise from this 
and succeeding assemblies. Augustus Kai- 
ser, M. D., of Detroit was then introduced 
and delivered an address on The 10 
in History and the Pontificate ot Leo XIII.“ 
“We have a church built upon a rock,“ he 
said; “achurch that can conquer empires— 
as we have seen in Germany—a church that 
can dominate republics.” Dr. Kaiser was 
applauded to the echo when he drewa el 
between Bonaparte and Bismarck, both of 
whom had to sucoumb to the power of the 
Papacy.” He enlerged upon the fruitful 
hopes of the Catholics in the United 
States—a land worthy of their prow- 
ess and stron efforts. “* om ond the 
Seventh had said, ‘I never will be Pope fully 
and completely until I am ized in the 
length and breadth of North erica,’ and 
this utterance should always be in our 
minds.“ In conclusion the orator dwelt on 
the conservative power inherent in the 
Papacy, “which has ever withstood the en- 
croachment of radical. overturning ideas; 
it did not recognize the rule of the ignorant 
masses, but believed, as he believ the 
world should be ruled by God and through

Rector Ferdinand Hundt of St. Peter’s, 
Ind., was introduced and lectured on“ Ger- 
man Catholics in the United States.” Father 
Hundt is a very scholarly and impas- 
sioned speaker, and his address was 
interrupted on several occasiong by 
long-continued bursts of applause. 
„Germany has done much for this lana,’ he 
said, and the German Catholics have done 
much morethan their just share. We be- 
lieved for many years that we had the same 
religious rights and privileges as other co- 
religionists—as well as the Irish—but we be- 
lieve so no longer.

“It is the inalienable 
right of parents to educate and train their 
children in any way they choose or to hand 
over the training of such children to persons 
chosen by the parents. A training that is not 
unded on religion is detrimental to society. 
t is necessary that the mother language 
should be taught in school.“ Father Jessing 
unmercifully scored the public-school system 
of America which produced the burgiars, 
boodlers, and the general crop of Canadian 
excursionists, beside such trifles as murder- 
ers, madmen, and such.“ He also enlarged 
on the 2,000,000 membership and was 
applauded to the echo when he called 
upon their representatives present to 
indorse him when he said that they would 
never give up their schools nor their lan- 
He advocated the formation of a 
Gommittee of Ten, to be 1 by the 
riests at their meetin ay at Uhlich’s

THEY FELL OVER THE BOX 


WHAT CAUSED THE CRUSH IN THE 
EXETER THEATRE STAIRWAY. ~ 


The Way of Escape from the Burning 
Structure Blocked by the Ticket-Tak-~ 
er’s Tin Box—Scores of the Dead Found 
in Piles—Of Nearly 200 Persons in the 
Gallery Over Half Lose Their Lives— 
The Coroner’s Inquest Begun.

cleared up yet before it can be understood 
here how so many score of people were 
cinerated in the Royal Theatre in Exeter. 
Although in the reports from the scene of 
the calamity only one exit from the gallery 
is mentioned, the architect of the eaifice 
says that there were throe—as he says, 
“broad and palatial.’ The streets 
of the town are still There is not 
a house where the shutters are not 
up and the curtains drawn, and men walk 
about the streets gazing at the smoking pile 
with crape encircling their arms. It is some- 
what remarkable that the Royal was twice 
before destroyed by fire, as was the Ring 
Theatre, Vienna. At last the terrible calami- 
ty came which had in both instances been 
twice foreshadowed. In answer to Sir 
John Puleston Home Secretary Mat- 
thews said tonight the Government 
had no jurisdiction over provincial 
theatres, that they were under supervision 
of county authorities. He added that in view 
of the horrible calamity at Exeter the Gov- 
ernment would soon suggesta measure which 
would go as far as human forethought could 
to prevent a recurrence of a similar disaster. 
From the very latest and most authentic re- 
ports which have reached here it is clear that 
many of the victims were suffocated, and not 
burned to death as has been stated. The 
number of victims still remains uncertain. It 
may never be known absolutely, but the loss 
of life is at least and it may 
possibly be as high as . Nine-tenths of 
those who perished were occupants of the 
gallery, the others be from the pit and 
the upper boxes. Not quite flve-sixths of the 
victims perished in the staircase leading 
from the gallery to the street, the only means 
ot exit o from the gallery. It was of 
stone with stone walls and had an iron rail- 
ing running along on one side. It had four 
distinct turns and was in facta spiral de- 
scent. The result was that as people mad 
rushed down they became hopel jamm 
and crushed at each turn. In their 
frantic attempts to free themselves the 
limbs of some appear to have been torn off 
and in other cases fractured. At — — 
or angie was found a pile of charred h 
— A high post about half way down 
the winding was another fatal ob- 
struction to free of the terror- 
stricken crowd. But for the windows in the 
staircase very few, indeed, could have 
escaped. One of these opened upon a leaden 
roof and the other overlooked the street. 
Several climbed out and leaped;to the ground 
a distance of fourteen feet, or were rescued 
by fire escapes. Out of 190 persons known to 
have been in the gallery, very few escaped 
by the door. Surprise and indignation are 
expressed that m a modern building there 
should have been but one exit from the gal- 
lery and that of such an unsatisfactory char- 
acter. Forthe pit and stails there were 
five separate exits, and nearly all those in 
these of the house saved their liv 
and all would have done so had not one o 
the emergency exits from the pit, construct- 
éd to open outwards, been fastened by a bar

A scene-shifter says the fire originated 
among some gauze, which in some way be- 
came ignited. The flames spread to the 
scenery, of which the s was unusually 
full, owing to the prepara ons in progress 
for the production of a pantomime. 

Nearly all the iost were residents of Exeter 
and of the villages in the vicinity, and were 
for the most part of the working class. 
Several tradesmen of the city, however, 
perished. 

The victims were mostly working people. 
Assoon as the flames were extinguished a 

force of men began searchi for 


ies. 

Daylight revealed an appalling sight. In 
a shed at the back of the London 
Hotel the dead bodies were lad in 
rows of about twenty each —— 
identification. Crowds flocked to Gu 
as early as 6 o’clock for tickets to admit them 
to the yard to look for missing relatives and 
friends. While the melancholy work of 
viewing the bodies went on the police were 
continually bringing in shapeless human re- 
By degrees the shed fioors of adjoin- 
ing stabies were filled with the mutilated 
trunks, and the limbs discovered as the work 
of search proceetied were laid out on straw 
in the open yard. 

In only a very few cases can the bodies be 
identi by their countenances. In one cor- 
ner of the yard is a neap of calcined bodies 
and burnt scenes in the inclosure 
Were most harrowing. Women fainted as 
they recognized by some familiar token their 
lost ones, and their lamentdtions were beart- 
rending. Among the last of the bodies 
brought in was that of a father, beneath 
whom was fo child, only a few weeks 
old. The position of the arms showed that 
the poor man was doing his best to save the in- 
fant when he fell. The ies of women are in 
some cases on y to be distinguishea by their 
wedding rings. As the search p ed to- 
rr A became only too evident that the loss 
of life was not confined to the gallery occu- 

ts. Lives were lost in the pit, where a 
terrible crush took and im the upper 
circle. Many charred bodies were recovered 
this morning rom the gaile y saloon and 
second circle saloon. „ victims had ap-

The charred remains of twenty persons 
were discovered in one heap. A mother, fa- 
ther, and child were found clasped in one 
embrace. Several whole families num 
from two to five persons lost their lives. 

The number of persors severely injured is 
sixty, and it 1s feared that the death list will 
reach 140. 

The performance had pro satisfac- 
torily until 10:15 o’clotk. ithout warning 
the curtain came down with a run. We 
will make a diversion with music,” said the 
leader to his men, lifting his baton.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND INTERVIEWED. 


The Embarrassment He Labors Under—A 
Second Term Has No Allurements. 

New York, Sept. 7.—The World this morning 
prints an interview with President Cleveland 
held at Oak View and the White House last 
week, in which he says: 

„No man in the country can know the embar- 
rassments and the perplexities which have sur- 
rounded me in attempting to amend the condi- 
tion of public affairs. With these limitations to 
tut immediately successful accomplishment of 
my purpose, but guided by every light possibile 
to be made available, I know I am trying to bring 
about the remedy without the least persohal am- 
bition or intent.“ 

Concerning recent events in Grand Army cir- 
cles Mr. Cleveland said: 

“The soldier having laid down his arms, after 
making so many sacrifices and enduring 80 
many hardships, and having achieved such 2 
vast and good work in perpetuating our Repub- 
lic, should be preéminently the best citi- 
zen.

I had 
always—I could have-—but the same an- 
swer: ‘You must drin me proof of 
hisunfitness as a public officer.’ I understood 
very well their inability to comprehend this. 
Knowing very well the process which had ob- 
tained here for so many years, I could but em- 
phasize their inability. But now the formula 
is altogether changed. I have not heard 
that expression for many months past. 
It is now, at the outset of every application, for 
a change: This man is unfit, a faithless pub- 
lic servant, and these are the reasons.’ Is not 
this a very at deal to bave accomplished? Is 
not this a sufficient answer, for the time that has 
intervened, to those who may complain that 
more has not been accomplished!“ 

Concerning the question of his renomination 
Mr. Cleveland said: 

“It seems to be the universal belief that a 
President must desire @ renomination. I cannot 
uuderstand how any man who has served one 

as ident could have a personal ambi- 
tion in securing a second term, witb all 
its lemn responsibilities. its harassing duties, 
and its constant and grievous exactions upon his 
mental and physical strength. His consent, it 
seems to me, to accept a second term should 
only upon his sense of a solemn 
obligation as a citizen and an appreciation 
of his duty when called upon to bear his 
articular part of the Burden of citizenship. 
us the office can have—at least it can have for 
me—no personal aliurements. I hope my pres- 
entterm may be concluded with profit to the 
country and with as few mistakes on my own 
part as are incident to fallible human nature.“

| THE ART EXHIBITION. 


ONE OF THE MOST VALUABLE COLLEC- 
TIONS EVER SEEN IN AMERICA. 


Good Taste and Good Management Have 
Filled the Galleries with Pictures of 
Great Beauty and Artistic Merit—Many 
Costly Paintings from Abroad—Most of 
the American Artists Under the Infiu- 
ence of the French School—Brief Sketch- 
es of Striking Exhibits. 


After an interlude of one year the art gal- 
leries are again under the management of 
Miss Sara T. Hallowell, whose qualifications 
have been demonstrated over and over, who 
unites in herseif the functions, usually dis- 
wibuted among several persons, of engaging, 
collecting, selling, and accounting for the 
pictures, and of cataloging, hanging, and 

es. The Art Commi 
supporting her is composed of James H. Dole, 
Chairman; ©. L. Hutchinson, Henry Field, 
George Mason, and J. P. Reynolds, and high 
expectations of the character of the exhipi- 
tion have consequently been excited among 
those conversant with art matters. These 
expectations are thoroughly fulfilled, now 
that the galleries are thrown open. It re- 
quires but a cursory view to recognize 
that the collection is of extraordinary 
merit, and of such extent that no adequate 
notice can be made in short space. No crit- 
ical notice will be attempted here, but simply 
account of the composiuon of the exhibi- 

on. , 

The five galleries are crowded with pict- 
ures, the statues having been removed from 
the corners and the spaces hung with paint- 
ings, while the pictures, in accordance with 
the exposition custom, are piled up quite too 
high on all the walls. This is doubtiess to 
meet the popular demand among the thou- 
sands who visit the galleries for plenty of 
pictures, but it is a positive grief to the art- 
lover when good things are skied so that he 
cannot see them. The walls have been col- 
ored in exact imitation of the new galleries 
of the Luxembourg, and the effect in this re- 
spect is excellent. There are about 500 pict- 
ures, which, at the rate of one every five 
minutes, we find by easy arithmetic, 
will occupy tne working hours of 
five or six days to look at once.

The catalog indicates that there are per- 
haps twice as many pictures by Americans, 
chiefly the younger artists, as by all others, 
but the strongest hands among them are so 
under Parisian influences as to be practically 
French painters. This is true of such con- 
spicuous exhibiters as Julian Story, Charies 

prague Pearce, Ed E. Simmons, Alex- 
ander Harrison, F. A. Brid C. S. Rein- 
hart, and W. H. Howe. ith this state of 
things we well be content so far as ex- 
ecution goes, but it is impossible to repress 
the wish that it were ible to make more 
use of American subjects. The absolute 
dependence of the painter upon an artistic 
atmosphere seems to throw the purely 
American work a long way into the future. 
Yet we have American pictures in the pres- 
ent exhibition not very directly dependent 
upon foreign influence by such men as East- 
man Johnson, La Farge, Inness, Murphy, and 
especi Geo Fuller. The works of er 
in this exhibition are noteworthy, as the 
most important examples accessible of an 
artist whose pictures have excited great in- 
terest and taken on high value within a few 
years. The admiration of Fuller constitutes 
at present almost a cult among a certain 
class of critics in Boston snd elsewhere, fol- 
lowing, as in the case of the French Millet, a 
life of comparative neglect. There are four 
of his pictures here—“ Fedalma,” lent by Mr. 
Seney. Girl and Calf,“ The Bird-Snarer,” 
and Ideal Hoad of a Boy.“ Like most of 
his pictures, they are painted in a kind of yel- 
low haze, with uncertain drawing, and a wide 
field for the imagination. It is probable that 
both Millet and Fuller are just now over- 
rated, but time alone can settle such a ques- 
tion. The fact that through most of their 
lives their preéminent merit was rec- 
ognized neither by the trained critics 
nor the average public, while now every 
young enthusiast and every essayist in 
art criticism worships them is of itself sus- 
picious. The fact, no doubt, is that their 
peculiarities like, yet widely unlike, each 
other, answer to something in the present 
drift of taste. 

Among the 175 American artists in the ex- 
hibition there are twenty-five or thirty from 
our city, some of them well represented. The 
landscapes of Miss Annie C. Shaw take on 
new interest from her recent death. which has 
deprived Chicago of one of its most capable 
and serious artists.

The Public Service Committee Directs the 
County Clerk to Make Arrangements to 
Submit the Question to the Voters This 
Fall Regarding Lake View—The Petitions 
of the Latter and Cicero—A Meeting of 
the Voters at Austin. , 

The Commi on Public Service of 
the County Board took up yesterday the 
petition praying for the annexation to 
the city of all Lake View south of Bel- 
mont avenue, and agreed upor a reso- 
lution directing the County Clerk to make 
the necessary arrangements for submitting 
the question to the popular vote this fail. 
Under the law governing the annexation of 
one town to another it is a requirement that 
the territory to be annexed shall not be less 
than one-half square mile in extent, and 
that it shall contain not less than 1,000 in- 
habitants. The law also requires that the 
petition for annexation, and before the 
County Board makes the necessary pro- 
vision to submit the question to the elect- 
ors, shall be signed by at least one-fourth of 
the legal voters of the town seeking annex- 
ation. In towns where the number of voters 
at the last general election exceeded 400, only 
100 signatures are necessary to secure the 
proper action by the County Board. From 
this it would appear that all the preliminary 
legal requirements have been complied with 
by the residents of Lake View and Cicero, 
as in both cases the requisit number of sie- 
natures has been obtained, while the terri- 
tory to de annexed is also of the required di- 
mensions. To the Lake View petition, which 
was filed with the County Monday 
there were attached the names of 454 legal 
voters, while to the one from Cicero 
names of 143 legal voters were appended. 

The petition presented by the ke View 
peopie was as follows, it being addressed to 
the Board of County Commissioners: 

Your petitioners respectfully show unto your 
honorabie body that they are and each of them 
is a legal voter of the City of Lake View, and 
have been such for a year last past; that they 
and each of them reside in the aforesaid town or 
city within the territory bounded as foliows—that 
is tosay: On the nortn by the centre of Bel- 
mont avenue, on the east by Lake Michigan, on 
the west by the centre of the North Branch of 
the Chicago River. on the south by the centre 
of Fullerton avenue; this territory being other- 
wise described as follows—viz.: All of Seo. 238, 
Sec. 20, and all that portion of Seo. 30 lying east 
of the North Branch of the 832 River in 
. 2 east of the third principal 
meridian, all in Kk County, State of Illinois,

They Arrived Late Last Night and Were 
Received Right ‘Royally—The Ve‘erans 
and Cappa’s Famous Seventh Regiment 
Band March to the Grand Pacific Hotel

Wearied and disappointed with six hours 4 
delay, but filled with bubbling enthusiasm 
the New York veteran firemen reached the 
Dearborn Station at 11 o’clock last night.

AFTER THE RAILROAD-MEN. 


To Be Prosecuted for Failing to Obey the 
4 City Ordinances, 

A rather sensational attempt will probably 
be made this week to tést the value of the 
city ordinances in relation to the railroads. 
The recent casualties at street corners have 
been the subject of debate in many labor or- 
ganizations, A few of the more prominent 
labor leaders recently met and got up an in- 
formal association for the purpose of taking 
some steps toward securing the enforcement 
of the laws upon this subject. Joseph R. 
Buchanan was made spokesman, and after 
investigating the situation sent a communi- 
cation to Mayor Roche urging that the 
ordinance regulating the speed of trains, 
flagmen at street crossings, and the length of 
freight-trains be rigidly enforced. No at- 
tention was paid to the letter and another of 
the same nature was written. The labor 
people in the meantime have succeeded in in- 
teresting a number of well-known citizens, 
including several of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, and secured the promise of financial 
support in case a prosecution is determined 
upon. 

The original intention was to swear out a 
warrant for the arrest of Mayor Roche, charg- 
ing him with violation of his oath of office 
in failing to enforce the city ordinances. 
Legal advice was taken, and it was ascer- 
tained that the arrestof the Mayor would 
—.— a difficult and complicated piece of 

usiness. 

A consultation was held yesterday after- 
noon at the law office of Jesse Cox, and it 
was decided to make the first move upon the 
officiais of some eating. road, the Chicago & 
Northwestern prefe . Thecommittee has 
a mass of evidence against this road, some of 
which is in connection with the recent acci- 
dents at the Wood street crossing. 

Jam informed,” said Mr, Cox when in- 
terviewed last night upon the policy of the 
prosecution, “that this pomneny has a 
eight crossings unprotected by fagmev. In 
the city limits there are a little over 200 such 
crossings, and it will be seen that the Chi 
& Northwestern has more than its quota. The 
ordinances distinctly specify that the railroad 
company shall maintain a at every 
crossing at its own expense. The violation 
of this and other ordinances was recently 
exposed by Tus TRIBUNE, and my clients nro- 
pose to do what little they can to check the 
wholesale murder of innocent men, women 
and children by the railroad companies. I 
don’t care to say what steps will be taken. 
It is a difficult matter to fight a great corpora- 
tion like a raiuroad com They will 
——— attack the validity of the ordinances. 

f they can set aside the ordinances well 
and good; if they are constitutional we want 
them enforced. Mayor Roche is unquestion- 
ably the one who should take this matter in 
hand. He declines to do so, and the citizens 
have the right to test the question in court. 

“To illustrate the way in which the rail- 
roads treat this subject,’’ said Mr. Buchanan, 
“the recent threatened strike among the 
Chicago & Aiton switchmen is a case in point. 
They complained that two men could not 
properly handle freight-trains of from fifty 
to seventy-tive cars, and demanded extra 
help. They reminded the officials of the road 
while in conference with them that the orai- 
nance prohibited trains exceeding twenty 
carsin length. With this law as a club they 
succeeded in gaining their point, and the 
company still runs trains one-third of a mile 
in length, and blockades crossings with im- 

unity. The offigials say the ordinances are

_- quire if, under such circumstances, there is 
du necessity for selling the cereal down to 
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be believed when it is considered that the 
reserves at the beginning of the current 
crop year were smaller than the average 
and much less than those of the years which 
furnished the argument for depressing the 
markets to the low level on which they have 
been run through the last two seasons. It is 
at least legitimate to infer that if the men 
who raise the wheat and those who sell it 
for them cannot demonstrate their ability to 
achieve an important advance in prices on 
this showing it may be conceded as next to 
impossible for the future. 


UNEARNED INCREMENTS. 

An unearned increment is defined by Henry 

George as an “increase of value brought 
about by no exertion on the part of the own- 
erof the property, but through the general 
growth of society,” and on this proposition 
he rests the doctrine that in confiscating 
such elements of wealth the community will 
only be resuming its own. 
Mr. George never undertakes to explain 
how the social or political community can 
create wealth irrespective of the efforts of 
the individual members of society. Still less 
does Mr. George show any disposition to ap- 
ply to privileges and benefits generally the 
doctrine that no man shall enjoy anything ac- 
cruing to him in whole or in part from any 
other causes than his own labor. A non- 
taxpayer, for instance, who lives in a city may 
enjoy many unearned benefits which arise 
not from the growth of society merely 
but also from the expenditure of funds taken 
from the portion of the community owning 
taxable property. Such a person walks paved 
and lighted streets instead of toiling through 
the mud or groping in the dark solely be- 
cause others have provided at their expense 
improvements which he enjoys in common 
with them although contributing nothing. 
And he sends his children to free schools 
and has them educated at the expense of the 
taxpayers—he paying not a cent of the cost. 
In fact, all the instrumentalities for the pro- 
tection of his rights of life, liberty, and 
| property are supplied at the cost of the tax- 
paying portion of the community. So, too, 
an emigrant from Europe arriving in Chi- 
_cago can command wages three to five times 
greater than he could obtain in his own 
home, although he had previously done 
nothing to promote the prosperity of this 
community and make it the highest wage- 
paying city in the world. He would proceed 
at once to the enjoyment of the advantages 
arising from the toil, enterprise, ability, and 
self-denial of others, and no one would ques- 
tion his mght to such unearned benefits. 

In the case of landed property the “un- 
earned increment” is simply a matter of give 
and take between the wealth-producing 
classes, and might properly be described as a 
radiation of benefits. The wealth arising 
from the “general growth of society“ rep- 
resents an enterprise in which every pro- 
ducer is a partner. One man builds a fine 
house and thereby /adds to the value of 
the previously existing property in the vicin- 
ity. A second man follows with a like 
improvement and thereby benefits the first. 
Every considerable enterprise causes an ad- 
vance in the value of property in the vicinity, 
and thus men seeking only their own ad- 
vantage inevitably ciffuse benefits that are 
not directly earned by those to whom they 
accrue. Each individual, however, is a part- 
ner in the community; his efforts act upon 
others and he is acted upon in turn, and in 
balancing the “unearned increment” ac- 
count he must be treated both as a creditor 
and adebtor. If any one is found in posses- 
sion of an “unearned increment’? must he 
not be compensated for the benefits he or his 
father before him has conferred on others 
before being despoiled himself? As it 
stands now benefits arising from the 
growth of communities are quite 
evenly diffused, but George proposes 
to establish a standard of ideal justice. 
What then will be done in cases where in- 
ves tors have suffered an undeserved detri- 
ment instead of an unearned increment? 
Will those who have lost heavily or had the 
value of their investments eaten up by taxa- 
tion be made whole? Is it proposed to apply 
confiscation to those who have gained and 
leave the unfortunate to suffer the burden of 
their losses without relief? 

Primarily land values in Illinois have ad- 
vanced because of the labors of 600,000 fam- 
ilies; two-thirds of them landowners, now 
living in the State and of their predecessors 
during the last seventy years. The break- 
ing of prairie farms and building thereon 
added value not only to the soil affected, 
but to the wild lands in the vicin- 
ity. So with every succeeding step in 
the growth and development of the State. 
The growth of agriculture resulted in the 
building of towns and cities, and these 
in turn supplied the farmers with markets. 
Each person actively engaged as a producer, 
although seeking only his own interest, con- 
tributed something to the general aavance of 
the community—to the creation of an incre- 
ment not earned by any individual, but rep- 
resenting the joint labors of society—and it 
tannot be denied that in theunterchange of 
benefits between the individual and the com- 
munity advantages have gone,in the long 
run, to those who deserved them, due allow- 
ance being made for the element of chance 
inseparable from human affairs and for difier- 
ences in judgment and foresight. Even taking 
the favoritillustration of the Georgeites—that 
of a land-miser nolding tracts unimproved in 
cities—it is clear that the community exacted 
such a heavy return in the form of taxes and 
special assessments for the advantages en- 
joyed that in many cases such holders suf- 
fered heavy losses, and in comparatively few 
did the land ovetually sell for as much as the 
original purchase price plus interest on the 
investment and tne total of the taxes paid. 

The “unearned increment ”’ theory took its 
rise in Great Britain, where the landed sys- 
tem is one of hateful monopoly and the sys- 
tem of entailment exempts estates from the 
debts of their owners, and where the tax on 
land is merely nominal. No such conditions 
are found in this country. Here all lands are 
freehold and liable for debts, and landown- 
ers pay nearly all the taxes and take their 
chances of securing an increment whether 
“earned” or not. They carry the “heft” 
of the public burdens, promote the growth 
of the community, supply benefits and ad- 
vantages which are enjoyed in common by 
the non-taxpayers, and in this view it would 
seem that the unearned increments should 
not accrue solely to the latter class, but 
should belong to the great class who created 
them. 


DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS IN KENTUCKY. 

The story of the Plaquemine frauds at the 
recent election in Kentucky shows that De- 
mocracy in that State is no less unscrupulous 
in its methods than it is in tne neighboring 
States of Ohio and Indiana. Its details will 
bear narrating as proof of the demoraliza- 
tion and brazen effrontery which characterize 
the Kentucky Democracy in their election 
methods. Hitherto money and whisky have 
been the controlling factors in their elec- 
tions. The Plaquemine frauds show that 
where these are likely to prove unavailing 
these corrupt scoundre!s do not stop short of 
forgery and theft to carry out their purposes. 

The centre of these frauds was at Nicholas- 
ville and Plaquemine, in Jessamine County, 
and they were perpetrated mainly in the in- 
terests of ex-Gov. James B. McCreary, who has

The absence of any such necessity may well ' Bronston, who was made Collector of Internal 


Revenue for the district by McCreary, as- 
sisted by his partisan henchmen, W. T. Jones 
was set up as a candidate for the Legislature, 
with the understanding that if elected he 
would vote for McCreary. The prominent 
citizens and a large number of the leading 
Democrats of the county thereupon induced 
N. D. Miles, a lawyer of large practice, to run 
against him. The primary elections were 
held Feb. 19. There are but 1,280 legal Dem- 
ocratic votes in the county. Of these Miles 
had 710, Jones 470,and 100 failed to vote. 
The poli-books showed, however, that Jones 
had 722, of which number Miles’ friends had 
proofs that nearly 300 were importations 
from adjoining counties. A protest was at 
once made against counting them, but the 
Executive Committee of the county declared 
ithaa no power to go behind the returns, 
and Jones was declared the nominee. 5 

In this emergency Miles’ friends requested 
him to run independent, but he declined, 
knowing that he would not be allowed to be 
elected, They finally agreed upon Jerome 
Sparks, and his candidacy was announced. 
The campaign opened in June. Jones’ friends, 
aided by the Sheriff and County Judge, be- 
gan a system of bulldozing worthy of the 
Mississippi plan, and in the face of the pro- 
visions of the Election law stuffed the poils 
with Jones judges. Voters were visited and 
threatened with violence. In the Plaque- 
mine precinct the poll-books were carried to 
the county-seat and left unprotected on a 
hotel porch over night. At the election 
Sparks voters were beaten and Rnocked 
down not only when they challenged voters 
but when they attempted to vote, and in 
these outrages the county authorities them- 
selves were conspicuous. When the eleo- 
tion closed the poil-book showed 400 names 
and a majority for Jones of 1, 
though there are but 205 legal voters 
in that precinct, showing the fine work that 
had been done on the hotel porch. Besides 
this, the book was unsigned and was irregular 
in various ways. The outrage raised a breeze 
of excitement in the county, and public indig- 
nation became so great that the conspirators 
grew alarmed and decided to shield them- 
selves from the consequences of their for- 
geries dy theft. When the examiners came 
tothe precinct to complete their count the 
poll-book was missing and has not yet been 
found, and the same disposition was made of 
the Nicholasville poll-book, in which similar 
forgeries had been made. 

The sequel to this story is more infamous 
still. The Circuit Judge ordered the grand 
jury to investigate the frauds and they re- 
turned indictments against the election 
judges, the Sheriff, the County Judge, and 
the olerk of the Plaquemine precinct. 
Scarcly had these indictments been found 
when Gov. Knott, on the very last day of his 
term of office, availed himself of a peculiar 
law of that State and pardoned the whole 
batch, thus stifling investigation and pre- 
venting public exposure of the rascals en- 
gaged in this conspiracy to defeat the will 
of the people! Speaker Carlisle, in at- 
tempting to explain the great Demo- 
cratic loss in the recent election, attrib- 
uted it to overconfidence. It now appears 
that the Democrats not only were not over- 
confident but that they voted themseives, 
and filied the poll-books with forged names 
besides, and even then on the largest vote 
ever cast in the State fell off over 17,000 votes 
as compared with Cleveland’s majority. 
They sought to carry the election by fraud, 
and thpir Governor as his last official act 
stepped in and indorsed the forgery and theft 
of poll-books. If justice were done in this 
case Gov. Knott himself would be indicted 
and promptly punished for his outrageous 
condonement of this infamous, criminal con- 
spiracy against the rights of the majority. 


MALIGNANT PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The meanness and malignancy of the Pro- 
hibitionists have never been more clearly 
manifested. than in their recent New York 
State Convention. From the opening vote of 
that convention to the last one there was but 
one spirit manifested. Very little was said 
about temperance. In the addresses and the 
discussions the Democratic party was lauded 
and the Republican party was vilified, show- 
ing that the purpose of these malcontents is 
to continue their alliance with the whisky 
party until they have shattered the Repub- 
lican, and then having placed the Democrats 
in power and unloosed the evil spirits of 
whisky tor a thousand years they will at- 
tempt to put them down. 

This was the feeling which manifested 
itself throughout the convention. It cropped 
out in the prayer-meeting when the delegates 
put up their prayers to God to destroy the 
Republican party but had no supplications to 
make for any manifestation of divine dis- 
pleasure against the party of freerum. It 
was palpable in the opening address of the 
Chairman, who said: 

Many good citizens were kept in the Republic- 
an ranks, but the experience of two years with a 
Democratic National Administration has done 
away with their fears and apprehensions. Presi- 
dent Cleveland is making a Manly fight to be the 
President of the whole people. and is doing fair- 


ly well. Hereis the opportunity for the Prohi- 
bition party, which is being rapidly recruited. 


The inconsistency of these fanatics is 
shown by their record in New York. They 
had the opportunity last winter to write al- 
most any law they pleased and to pass it with 
Republican help, but they opposed every tem- 
perance measure introduced by the Repub- 
heans. The latter passed two High-License 
laws, imposing heavy taxes and severe re- 
strictions upon the liquor traffic, which were 
fought tooth and nail by the saloonkeepers. 
The Prohibitionists joined with them in ap- 
peals to the Governor, whom they are cod- 
dling, to veto them, and he did so, as is well 
known, in the interests of the liquor-dealers 
and for the sake of the votes whicb they can 
bring himin the City of New York, and for 
these vetoes the Prohibitionists sounded his 
praises in their convention. 

There can be but one explanation of such 
action as this. The leaders of the Prohibi- 
tion party are not working for temperance, 
but for political advancement, which they 
cannot secure until they have made way 
with the Republican party by an alliance 
with the rum-selling party. Temperance is 
not their object. They know that the real 
temperance men are in the Republican party, 
and that local option is the only practical 
form of prohibition. These Granger Pro- 
hibitionists of New York, now largely en- 
gaged in raising hops for brewers, know well 
enough that they cannot compel New York 
City to accept prohibition. They know 
that there is not power enough in 
the State to enforce it against tne will 
of the majority of the people of that 
city. It makes no difference whether 
it be right or wrong. It carries its own 
punishment with it, and those who tolerate it 
must suffer from it; but this does not enable 
one community or.class of men to impose a 
law upon others who do not wish it and have 
the constitutional and common-law right to 
say they will not have it. And yet these po- 
litical Prohibitionists, not content under local 
option with obtaiaing prohibition in any com- 
munity wherever fifty-one men out of a hun- 
dred favor it, propose to reverse the rule of 
the majority and set up minority coercion 
and tyranny. High-icense tax and local 
option provide ali the prohibition that can be 
enforced without an abandonment of the es- 
tablished doctrine that majorities rule, and 
these fanatics know it. Hence their hatred

H. A. Hazen has recently taken up the sub- 
ject of wind pressure as related to velocity, re- 
viewing the experiments made by others, begin- 
ning with those of Borda in 1763. The results 
differ so widely as to suggest that it is useless to 
attempt great precision in computing from one to 
the other, though there seems to be little reason 
for the early admission of a factor fur contour of 
the resisting surface. He deduces the following 
as a near approximation, as it will not differ more 
than four or five per cent from the truth: Square 
the velocity of the wind in miles per hour, and 
divide by 200. The result will be the pressure in 
pounds per square foot of surface exposed per- 
pendicularly to the wind. Thus, for a velocity of 
100 miles per hour we have the square ot 100 
equals 10,000, and this divided by 200 gives 30 
pounds as the pressure per square foot. Sim- 
ilarly 50 miles per hour gives a pressure of 124% 
pounds to the square foot. The formula is so 
simple as to be easily applied and put in prac- 
tice. If 202 betaken as the divisor instead of 
200, the result will be close to the most recent of 
the previous determinations of the ratio. The 
inversion of the formula gives the following: 
The pounds pressure per square foot, multiplied 
into 200 and the square rootofthe product ex- 
tracted give the corresponding velocity of the 
wihd in miles per hour. Both of these should be 
understood as applying to air at the normal pres- 
sure at the sea level.

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A PIONEER PASSES AWAY. 


MARTIN RYERSON’S DEATH IN BOSTON 
YESTERDAY MORNING. 
——— a aa 
It Was Sudden and Unexpected, and the 
Cause Is Attributed to Neuralgia of the 
Heart—A Painful Shock to Friends in 
Chicago—The Remains to Arrive This 
Evening—A Sketch of the Life of the 
Deceased Millionsire. : 
Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 6.—[Special. }—Martin 
Ryerson of Chicago exvired suddenly this 
morning at the Brunswick Hotei in this city. 
He was in more than ordinary good health 
until within a short time of his death. He 
had been at Newcastle, N. H., a period of six 
week or so, and stopped on his way to Chica- 
go in Boston for a day or two. It was his in- 
tention to have left for home tomorrow. His 
stay at Newcastle had benefited him consid- 
erably. and his sudden death was a most 
painful shock. He was in most excellent 
spirits, and until the fatal attack seized him 
he was in unusually good health. 


The news of the death of Mr. Ryerson was 
received in the city yesterday morning, and 
was a painful surprise to all who knew him. 

“Mr. Ryerson,” said one of his men at the 
office, had been suffering somewhat for the 
last year with some peculiar disease that was 
liable at any time to concentrate and settle in 
any bart of his system. The dispatch an- 
nouncing his death says it was caused by 
neuralgia of the heart. It must have been

Yet with all his outward 1 
ances of coldness he was of the

This 
extensive acquaintance © geogra of 
Michigan made him the best known — Bon 
Indians of any white man in the State, and fixed 
indelibly upon his mind the ultimate value of 
the pine lands. He next went to Muskegon, and 
in 18389 entered the employ of Theodore Newell, 
who owned a small saw-mill and kept a general 
store. After two vears he purchased the store 
of his employer and subsequently became owner 
of the saw-mill. Newell, long since dead, was at 
one time well known in Chicago, and his sons 
are now residents of Kenosha, Wis. It was 
about 1843 that Mr. Ryerson began to manufact- 
ure lumber on his own account. His mill 
was small and be did business at first upon a 
very limited scale. He steadily and rapidly in- 
creased his facilities, however, and entered into 
partnership vith Robert W. Morris, the firm 
name being Ryerson & Morris. The firm pros- 
pered, and in the course of a few Ie they 
owned two good-sized mills, one at Village 
of Muskegon and the other at the foot of Muske- 
gon Lake. The partnership lasted until 1868, 
when Ryerson bought out Morris’ interest, the

THE BIG BREAK IN RATES. 


BELIEF THAT IT WILL NOT LAST A 
VERY LONG TIME. 


A Meeting of Southwestern Managers to 
Be Held Today to Talk Matters Over— 
St. Louis Rates May Go Next-—State 
Rates to Be Adjusted—East- Bound Ship- 
ments—The Union Pacific Denies the 
Right of Control Nebraska Attempts to 
Exercise, 


The announcement yesterday morning that 
the Wabash had reduced the passenger rate be- 
tween Chicago and Kansas City from $12.50 to 86, 
and that its action was followed by the Burling- 
tou, Rock Island, and other roads, caused great 
excitement in Western railroad circ es. While 
» Tow between the Western roads had been an- 
ticipated for some time past, yet no one expec'- 
ed that it would result in such a serious break in 
rates. The reduction in the Kansas City rate 
„ akes a reduction in rates to the Mi-sissippi 
River and points west f the Mississippi neces- 
sary, as under the new National law the rail- 
rads cannot charge more for a short r 
haul than a longer one. Another reason 
why such heavy reduction is not relished 
by the railroads is that under the new law rates 
cannot be advanced again before ten days’ no- 
tice of such an advance is given. The Wabash 
justifies its action by asserting that the Chicago 
& Alton has violated the agreement regarding 
the sale of harvest excursion tickets. The 
agreement provided that harvest excursion tick- 
ets may be sold at one fare for the round trip, 
but that such tickets should be sold only to 
points west of the Missouri River. The Alton 
issued a ticket which it is claimed was not prop- 
erly restricted and was used by scalpers to and 
ffom Kansas City, cutting the rate between that 
city and Chicago one-half. The Chicago & Alton 
people do not deny the allegation, but insist 
that the tickets in question were issued 
by their stock clerk dy mistake, and 
that as soon as they became aware of 


that fact they took measures to have the sale 
stopped. The day the Wabash made the reduc: 
tion in Kansas rates and before the Alton had — 
come aware of that action, General Passe 
Agent Chariton wrote the following letter to is 
depot passenger agent in this city regarding the 
tickets alleged to have been issued by mistake: 

*I inciose sample of harvest excursion tickets 
sold for last excursion. The exchange coupon of 
these tickets is limited to expire Sept. 
discovering that the tickets were be 
by scalipers we gave orders to have the exchange 
coupon limited to expire Aug. 81. Some of these, 
therefore, may be limited one way and some 
in another, but on and from tomorrow, 
Sept. 6 no harvest excursion ticket which 
is limited on the exch coupon to expire 
Sept.5 or earlier shouid allowed to pass 
through the gate. Please instruct ail gatekeep- 
ers accordingly, and explain to passengers — 
senting such tickets that going coupon ex 
the dated named on the exchange coupon. — 
particularly the form and numbers ot tickets 
presented and the name of the person signed in 
contfact, and ascertain the name of the passen- 
ger 1 — ticket. This information 
please report to me.“ 

The Alton, when i it learned of the action taken 
vy ite competitors, countermanded the instruc- 
tions given in the above letters and gave orders 
that the $6 rate made by the other roads be met. 
Strong efforts are now being made By Chairman 
Abbott of the Western States Passenger Asso- 
ciation and others interested in this fight to have 
the dificuity speedily settled to prevent a gener- 
al demoralization of rates. During the day Chair- 
man Abbott issued the following call for a man- 
agers’ mee to consider ways and means for 
bringing about a restoration of rates: 

“The Wabash Railway has this day reduced 
its tare between Chicago and Kansas City, Atch- 
ison, St. Joe, and Leavenworth to $6, continuous 
pass tickets good for two days, and the Chi- 
cago & Alton, Cn Burl n & Quincy, and 
Chicago, Rock Islan Pacific Railways have 
applied for and been granted — to meet 
this action. A meeting of che managers of all 
linesin this association is hereby called for 
Wednesday, Sept. 7, atlla m., to discuss this 
and other matters of importance. The import- 
ance of the subject will account for the short 
notice. Please suy whether you will be pres- 
ent. 

During the afternoon a meeting of the General 
Passenger Ageats of the various Western roads 
ue also held at Mr. Abbott's office with a view 
of framing a recommendation to the managers 
with regard to restricting the use of the 86 rate 
as a basing rate, but as the Alton and one or

ter as they may deem advisable. The rates to

East-Bound Freight Shipments. 

Although the statement of shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions from Chicago to sea- 
board points for the week ending last Saturday 
shows afurther increase of a little over 2,000 
tons, yet east-bound freight affairs are far from 
satisfactory. The increase in shipments during 
the last two or three weeks is altogether due to 
the indiscriminate cutting of export rates. If it 
was not for that shipments would be extrer- 
dinarily light. There can be no doubt that un- 
less export rates are speedily advanced and made 
uniform by the various lines the inland rates to 


seaboard and other Eastern points will also be- 
come speedily demoralized. e feeling between 
the various Central T c Association roads is 
@ most bitter one, and some of the weaker 
lines which have not the sume facilities for 
handling export traffic as the strong lines owned 
and controlled by the Eastern trunk lines, espe- 
cially the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines, 
~ ready to withdraw from the association 
— make such rates as will insure them a fair 
rtion of the traffic. Under the existing 
ition of affairs the strong lives are taking 
the bulk of the traffic, the Michigan Central and 
Fort Wayne Roads alone having carried during 
the last week nearly 50 per cent of the total east- 
bound shipments from this city, while some of 
the weaker lines did not get enough to pay 
expenses. The railroad managers feel that some- 
thing will have to be done at once to ust the 
existing difficulties if a general demo 
of rates is to be. prevented. A meeting 
Central Traffic Association will be held at Chair- 
man Blanchard's office today to see if someth 
cannot be done by which rates can be restore 
and more harmonious relations between the va- 
rious roads established. 

It will be a difficult matter to bring about uni- 
formity in —1 rates, partly on account of the 
difference and the continued fluctuations in rates 
by the various ocean lines, and partly on = ac- 
count of the differentials allowed on rates to 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Montreal, .

weaker lines also have become quite gusted 
with the manner in which they have been treated 
by the trunk lines, and it will be no easy task to 
whip them back into the traces.

DEATH AMONG THE ALPS. 


LURED TO DESTRUCTION BY A MYs- 
TERIOUS FASCINATION. 


The Season Prolific in Fatal Accidents to 
Tourists—A Calamity Which Sent a 
Thrill of Horror Through Switserland— 
Six Young Mea Fall, Bound Together, 
Over a 600-Foot Precipice, and Are 
Dashed to Death on the Glacier. 
Zurich Letter in the New York Tribune: 

The season of 1887 will be remembered as 

one especially prolific in fatal accidents to

im the Bernese Oberland or the Engadine,

He fell 
into an ice cleft and was wedged in so tighi- 
ly in sight of his friend that all the latter’s 
efforts to draw him out proved futile. The 
companion hastened to summon help, but the 
distance was great and it was — three 
bours later that he returned with men and 
axes. It was too late. The unfortunate 
clergyman was dead, frozen to death. 

Only last week a party of five, four men 


and a young woman, went up from Chur to 


the top of the Falkniss to gather edelweiss. 
They reached the summit in safety, gathered 
a quantity of the precious flower which was 
to cost m so dear, and started to return 
early in the afternoon.

's possible destination. An explanation 
came when it was ned at the tele- 
raph office that the party had sent a dispatch 
rom Lauterbrunnen to Eggishorn, on the 
southern side of the Jungfrau, directing the 
landlord there to have a supply of provisions 
deposited ready for them in the Concordia 
hut on the Aletch ier. This ed the 
problem of their intentuons, and showed that 
they had set out on the daring undertaking 
of scaling the Jungfrau from the north side 


by a way rst traversed o two years ago . 


in September by a party of guides. Their 
object in attempting this was not mereiy ad- 
venture. Several of the party had geological 
and botanical researches in view, and one in- 
tended to study the subject of lightning 
strokes as shown in their traces upon the 
cliffs. On the Stupenstein Alp, their dirst 
stopping place, the party hal for coffee 
and milk at the little mountain inn, and 
its proprietor was the last who talked with 
them. In the eveni they reached the 
Roththal hut and remained there overnight, 
leaving behind as they went on in the morn- 
ing acard containing their six names and 
the words: On the way to the Jungfrau.” 
From this point on their movements were 
— ee by telescope, both from 
Trachsellauenen and Schilt in the valley be- 
low, and it was evident that for some reason 
or other they were making slower headwa 
than they should. Probably the snow, whic 
was about seven inches deep and very soft, 
impeded their progress; possibly, it is sur- 
mised, scientific observations had detained 
them too long on the way. Certain it is, at 
all events, that although they must have 
begun their second day’s journey from 
the Roththal hut at about 2 a. m., they 
were between 6 and7a. m. far short of where 
they should have beenon their way to the 
summit, if, as their safety wired, they did 
not intend to bivouac there. About noon that 
day a fierce storm was seen to break over the 
mountain. Up to 2 p. m. the six were still 
visibie through the telescopes. They had 
then reached the Hochfirm, the point at 
which the perpendicular ascent to the top- 
most point begins. From that time a fog en- 
veloped them, and they were seen no more 
alive. The details of what subsequently hap- 
pened to them will never be known, unless 
by some chance a notebook or other memo- 
randum from some of them is found. Three 
days later the provisions they had ordered 
deposited to await them in the Concordia hut 
were found untouched. 

Inquiry was at once made actively by tele- 
graph, and the conclusion reached that they 
were still somewhere in the mountains. Par- 
ties of guides were sent out both from the 
north and south sides; the former followed 
the party’s tracks in the snow clear to the 
highest peak; they had indeed reachea their

NEW ENGLAND'S DEAR OLD MAIDA. 


Why They Don't Marry—The Boys Go West 
and Leave the Girls Behind Them. 

Ehza P. Heaton in Omaha Herald Some 
curious statistics fell mto my hands the other 
day. In one of the smaller New England 
towns I met a woman who has kept a record 
of the girls who have graduated trom the 
high school of the village, what they bave 
done, and what has become of them. She 
gave me her figures for the classes of 1871 to 
1876, from sixteen to eleven years ago, and 
strange figuresfor any marrying or giving in 
marriage community they seem. 

The average age of the graduates froma 
typical New England high school is between 
16 and 17 years. Hence it would seem that 
the women of whom this list has been kept, 
ranging at present from 27 to 36 years old,

Electric Lighting for Private Houses, 

A system of electric lighting for private 
residences has up to the present time been sought 
for by electrical engineers without abtaining re- 
sults either practical or economical. A /ournal 
reporter yesterday saw an interesting exhibition 
of a method that will do this and give the private 
houses light of a quality that large establish- 
ments hitherto alone have been able to afford 
economically. A little Bowers dynamo furnishes 
the current, and is run by asmall Shipman en- 

ne of two-horse power. The dynamo itself is but 

ttle larger than an ordinary waste-basket, and 
the engine occupies an insignificant corner of the 
room, running automatically hour after hour with- 
out attention. maintaining the same pressure and 
speed. This littie plant runs fifteen incandescent 
lamps of sixteen-candie power each. of unusual 
steadiness, and the resuits prove that electric 
lighting in private houses is an accomplished 
possibility. In the same room, and operated by 
the same engine, is a similar dynamo, the Water- 
house, of little larger size, that astonishes many 
electricians who have visited it by apie go | 
with two-horse wer four are lights of 2, 
candle power each. for it has always been ac. 
cepted as a fact that a single arc light required 
one-horse power. The same dynamo is also seen 
running thirteen incandescent lamps of sixteen- 
candle power, two of Era aad onto power, 
two of thirty, and one of 125, and one arc light, 
while it operates a sewing-machine from a small 
electric motor with almost flerce rapidity. This 
dynamo is self-adjusting, and as the lights on the 
circuit are successively turned off the remaining 
ones are not affected in brilliancy or steadiness, 
The especial interest in these two electric sys- 
tems centres in the fact that they afford a prac- 
tical solution of the problem of lighting private 
houses cheaply and practically.— Prov Jour-

Novels That Are Five Centuries 0ld—Jour- 


Toxro, Japan, Aug. 16.—In looking through 
an open-air book stall the other day I came 
across Japanese versions of “A Dead Be- 
cret,”” “ Miss Curistabel.“ “Les Miserabies,” 
“Le Maitre de Forge,” “Serge Panine,“ 
Monte Cristo,” and a brave but unfortunate 
metrical translation of some of Tennyson’s 
and Browning’s poems. The Japanese are 
great novel readers. Bekin, one of the most 
prolific of writers, who reached the zenith of 
his fame simultaneously with Balzac, is still 
regarded as the model novelist of all times, 
although the ancient romances of grace- 
ful sentimentahsts of the past still 
find ardent admirers. Some of the 
stories are as attractive and pleasant as 
the best inspirations of Boccaccio. They 
are so quaint, such inimitable mosaics of 
prose and verse, so sweet and tender, that 
in reading them one almost catches the faint 
fragrance of the cherry blossoms, or the dis- 
tant melodious throb of the lute touched by 
the dainty court ladies of five centuries ago. 
Itis apity that the novelists of the present 
care more for the suffrage of the public than 
the applause of the artistic world.

The seventh volume has 
‘just been handed to the public, and up to the 
end of the sixth the wandering hero had con- 
tracted a violent attachment for five ‘“ beau- 
tiful”” women in as many beautiful“ coun- 
tries. To the foreign and critical reader this 
tale calls to mind the vo sof Sindbad, plus 
Sterne’s * Sentimental Journey,“ and a 
sprinkling of Ouida in her most rampant 
mood.

No branch of thought, however 
abtruse, but has found exponents and enthu- 
siastic admirers among them; no art, whether 
music, painting, or acting, but this progress- 
ive people is striving to cultivate. Spencer, 
Mill, Adam Smith, and Bacon; 1 
Wordsworth, and Milton; Bulwer Lytton an 
Alexander Dumas are as famillar to the 
learned Japanese as they are to Americans 
or Englishmen. And this, too, not by means 
of having studied the original, but generaily 
through the medium of translations. The

spend years = ric To read even what 
appears in e da pers requires a 
knowledge of more than 5 OU Chinese ideo- 
grams, or characters. For while the Japa- 
nese have a fine alfabet, or rather syllabary, 
of their own, only those of the poorest edu- 
cation employ it to the exclusion of the sym- 
bols borrowed from China. Despite the 
great advance in all else, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment shows great conserva in still 
making the reading of the Chinese classics 
obligatory in all Government schools. And 
yet, in order to understand the precepts of 
Confucius, a knowledge of more than 4,000 
characters is absolutely necessary. 

The Roman Letter or Spelling Reform 
Society was formed some three years ago to 
counteract this tendency. Some few books 
have been printed in this alfabet, which is 
essentially the same as our own, with the ex- 
ception of the letters x, v, q, and 1; these not 
appearing in the Japanese tongue. But 
while this society numbers some 10,000 mem- 
bers, all pledged to correspond in and make 
as much use as possible of the new alfabet, 
the use of the Roman symbols is restricted, 
and makes much less headway in Japan than 
the Volapuk of the German theologian in 
Austria and France or than the spelling re- 
form in America. Despite this fact the jour- 
nal of the University of Tokio, started last 
year, shows that the Japanese are fuliy able 
to express their thoughts and publish their 
discoveries in English, German, or French. 
Nor is the university the only institution 
which publishes a bi-monthly or ery 

ournal in these three lan ‘he Geo- 
bee Society bas its monthly publications 
edited in English as well as Japanese, and its 
example is followed by a number of learned 
bodies in the metropolis and larger cities. 

Reprints are cheap in Japan, though the 
engraver—for nearly all reprints are litho- 
graphed—otten slips up on such puzzling let- 
ters as x or q.
